As  we  stand  on  the  threshold  of  a  new 
century,  as  representatives  of  the  Church 
of  Jesus  Christ  in  all  walks  of  life,  we 
have  the  responsibility  to  go  among  the 
people  at  home  and  abroad  with  love  un- 
feigned and  bring  them  a  knowledge  of 
this  glorious  Gospel. 

The  people  of  the  world  do  not  under- 
stand these  things  as  we  do.  They  do 
not  realise  that  only  by  following  the 
principles  of  love  and  good  fellowship 
as  taught  and  exemplified  by  the  Master 
can  this  world  have  peace.  Even  during 
the  sojourn  of  the  Saviour  upon  this 
earth  and  as  he  went  among  the  people 
healing  the  sick,  unstopping  the  ears  of 
the  deaf,  and  restoring  sight  to  those  who

T he  folloiving  article  was  written 
especially  for  this  issue  of  the  Church 
News  by  the  man  ivho  presides  over 
the  vast  missionary  system  of  the 
Church. 


President  David  O.  McKay. 

ON  a  momentous  occasion  two  thou- 
sand years  ago  eleven  men  assembled 
near  a  mountain  in  Galilee  —  eleven 
humble,  obscure  men  who  had  been  chosen 
and  ordained  apostles  of  the  Lord  Jesus 
Christ.  According-  to  appointment  these 
men  met  the  Resurrected  Christ  who  made 
what  to  them  must  have  been  a  startling 
declaration.  They  had  been  with  their 
Master  fewer  than  three  years,  and  had 
been  expressly  enjoined  by  Him  to  go  not 
"in  the  way  of  the  Gentiles,  to  enter  no 
city  of  the  Samaritans,  but  to  go  rather 
to  the  lost  sheep  of  the  House  of  Israel.  ' 
At  this  meeting,  however,  as  His  final 
parting  instructions,  He  opened  their  eyes 
to  the  universality  of  the  Gospel  by 
giving  them  this  divine  commission  : 


"Go  ye  therefore,  and  teach  all  na- 
tions, baptising  them  in  the  name  of  the 
Father,  and  of  the  Son,  and  of  the 
Holy  Ghost: 

Teaching  them  to  observe  all  thinr^s 
whatsoever  J  have  commanded  you; 
and  lo,  I  am  with  you  ahvay,  even  unto 
the  end  of  the  world." 

In  the  restricted  experience  of  these 
eleven  disciples,  the  idea  of  preaching 
Christ  and  His  saving  doctrine  to  any 
but  members  of  their  own  race  germi- 
nated very  slowly.  Indeed,  the  Saviour 
of  men  found  it  necessary  to  give  another 
direct  revelation  to  Peter,  the  Chief 
Apostle,  before  even  he  fully  realised  that 
the  Gentiles  "should  hear  the  word  of  the 
Gospel,  and  believe." 

However,  as  the  light  of  Truth  dawned 
in  their  hearts,  these  earnest  followers  set 
about  to  give  the  Gospel  to  the  world — 
"twelve  simple  men,  with  only  tb.e  wind 
to  bear  them  over  the  seas,  with  only  a 
few  pence  in  their  pockets,  and  a  shining 
faith  in  their  hearts.  They  fell  far  short 
of  their  ideal,  their  words  were  twisted 
and  mocked,  and  false  temples  were  built 
over  their  bones,  in  praise  of  a  Christ  they 
would  have  rejected.  And  yet,  by  the 
light  of  their  inspiration  many  of  the 
world's  loveliest  things  were  created,  and 
many  of  the  world's  finest  minds  in- 
spired." 

The    followers    of    the   Redeemer  were 

reviled,    persecuted,    martyred,    but  they 

continud  to  testify  to  the  truth  of  their 
Risen  Lord. 

Three  hundred  years  passed,  and 
Christianity  became  the  dominant  religion 
of  the  most  powerful  nation  in  the  world, 
and  the  persecuted  became  the  persecu- 
tors.     Pride  and  worldliness   supplanted 
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humility  and  faith.  The  Church  became 
corrupt.  Doctrines  of  men  supplanted  the 
commandments  of  God ;  spiritual  dark- 
ness enshrouded  the  nations  of  the  world. 
Comments  one  historian  : 

''Thus  it  ivas  that  the  Christians  con- 
tinued to  return  to  the  Pagans  zvhat 
they  had  suffered  from  them  dujing  the 
first  three  centuries  instead  of  gaining 
them,  by  patience  and  mildness,  which 
they  had  so  much  recommended  tvhen 
they  were  the  iveakest.'" 

Later,  courageous,  God-fearing  men 
began  to  protest  against  the  evil  practices 
of  a  corrupt  clergy.  The  dawn  of  a 
spiritual  awakening  appeared,  but  none 
either  claimed  or  received  divine  authority 
to  re-establish  the  Church.  Roger  Wil- 
liams, pastor  of  the  oldest  Baptist  Church 
in  America,  resigned  his  position,  be- 
cause, said  he,  "There  is  no  regularly 
constituted  church  on  earth,  nor  any  per- 
son authorised  to  administer  church  or- 
dinances, nor  can  there  be  until  new 
apostles  are  sent  by  the  Great  Head  of 
the  Church  for  whose  coming  I  am  seek- 
mg." 

That  authority  came  early  in  the  iJne- 
tcenth  century  by  the  personal  appearance 
of  the  Risen  Lord.  Again  was  given  the 
divine  injunction  for  authorised  servants 
to  be  "sent  forth  to  the  east  and  to  the 
west,  to  the  north  and  to  the  south,"  that 
"every  man  might  speak  in  the  name  of 
God  the  Lord,  even  the  Saviour  of  the 
world;  That  faith  also  might  increase  in 
the  earth;  That  mine  everlasting  cove- 
nant might  be  established ;  That  the  full- 
ness of  my  Gospel  might  be  proclaimed 
by  the  weak  and  the  simple  unto  the  ends 
of  the  world,  and  before  kings  and 
rulers." 

Though  the  Church  is  still  young, 
and  has  had  to  struggle  through  perse- 
cution, mobocracy,  drivings,  poverty, 
misrepresentation  by  egotists,  unin- 
formed preachers,  apostates,  and  by  a 
prejudiced  public  sentiment,  it  is  mov- 
ing steadily  fonvard  toivard  its  ivorld- 


wide  destiny.  Almost  immediately 
after  the  organisation  of  the_  Church, 
the  proclamation  of  the  Restored  Gos- 
pel began.  The  Church  tvas  scarcely 
seven  years  old  before  the  scope  of  mis- 
sionary work  had  included  the  United 
States,  Canada,  the  British  Isles,  and 
Polynesia. 

Forty-five  missions  have  been  authori- 
tatively established  as  follows  :  Argentine

Finnish  (1947),  French  (1850),  Hawaiian 
(1850),  Japanese  (1901),  Mexican  (1876), 
Navajo-Zuni  (1943),  Netherlands  (1861), 
New  England  (1937),  New  Zealand 
(1897),  North  Central  States  (1926),  Nor- 
thern California  (1942),  Northern  States 
(1878),  North-western  States  (1997),  Nor- 
wegian (1920),  Turkish  (1885),  Palestine- 
Syrian  (1933).  Samoan  (1863),  South 
African  (1903),  Southern  States  (1875), 
Spanish- American  (1936),  Swedish  (1905), 
Swiss-Austrian  (1946),  Swiss  -  German 
(1850),  Swiss-Italian  (1854),  Tahitian 
(1844),  Texas-Louisiana  (1941),  Tongan 
(1891),  Uruguayan  (1947),  West  German 
(1938),  Western  Canadian  (1941),  Wes- 
tern States  (1896). 

Four  thousand  missionaries  and  more, 
each  paying  individually,  or  with  the  aid 
of  his  parents,  his  or  her  own  expenses 
at  an  expenditure  of  over  two  million, 
four  thousand  dollars  a  year,  are  declar- 
ing to  a  troubled  world  that  the  message 
heralded  at  the  birth  of  Jesus,  "Peace  on 
earth,  good  will  toward  men,"  may  be- 
come a  reality  here  and  now  by  obedience 
to  the  principles  of  the  Gospel. 

The  land  of  China  has  already  been 
dedicated  for  the  proclaiming  of  the 
Gospel  to  her  four  hundred  and  fifty 
million  people.  Letters  of  appeal  are 
coming  from  India.  There  are  those 
zvho  are  praying  that  the  way  will  soon 
be    cleared   for    missions   in   Hungary, 
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Italy,  and  Russia.  Besides  the  three 
missions  already  established  in  South 
America,  other  countries  in  that  land 
arc  beckoning  for  the  Gospel  as  Mace- 
donia beckoned  Paul  and  his  com- 
panions. 

As  the  Saviour  said  to  the  eleven  in 
Galilee  and  to  all  whom  they  appointed, 
so  He  says  to  His  authorised  servants  to- 
day:  "Go  ye  therefore  and  make  disciples 
of  all  nations,  teaching  them  to  observe 
all  things  whatsoever  I  have  commanded." 
Where,  however,  each  missionary  of 
old  could  speak  to  one  person,  the  repre- 
sentatives of  Christ  to-day  can  speak  to 
millions.  A  sentence  uttered  in  an  ordin- 
ary tone  of  voice  can  encircle  the  globe  in 
less  than  a  minute.  Daily,  nations  are 
becoming  more  closely  united.  The  in- 
terest and  destiny  of  each  one  becomes 
more  closely  the  interest  and  destiny  of 
all.  The  marvels  and  inventions  of 
science  to-day  make  it  possible  to  spread 
the  Gospel  as  never  before  in  the  history 
of  the  world. 

And  what  a  message  the  Church  has 
•  for  this  distracted  world  !  "Its  appeal," 
as  Kent  says  of  true  Christianity,  "is 
universal — to  the  rich  and  the  poor, 
the  strong  and  the  zueak,  the  learned 
and  the  ignorant.  It  proclaims  God 
to  be  not  only  the  one  Supreme  Rider 
of  the  universe,  but  the  Father  of  each 
individual,  a  God  of  justice,  yet  a  God 
of  love,  constantly  watching  over  and 
guiding  even  the  humblest  of  His  chil- 
dren.^* 

The  Church,  with  its  complete  organisa- 
tion, offers  service  and  inspiration  to  all. 
It  is  "pre-eminently  a  social  religion."  In 
quorums  and  auxiliaries  it  "aims  by  train- 
ing the  individual  conscience  and  will,  to 
establish  a  closely  knit,  world-wide  fra- 
ternity." "It  is  in  no  sense  ascetic.  In- 
stead of  taking  men  out  of  the  world,  it 
seeks  to  develop  perfect,  God-like  men 
in  the  midst  of  society,  and  through  them 
to  solve  the  problems  of  society." 

The  Church  is  a  divinely  established 
institution,  and  Christ  is  its  head.  "It  is 
an  ever-broadening  wave  of  direct  per- 
sonal   influence,    destined    ultimately    to 


touch  and  transform  all  men,  so  that 
they,  like  Jesus,  shall  become  God-like." 
There  is  not  a  principle  which  is 
taught  by  the  Saviour  of  men  but  is  appli- 
cable to  the  growth,  development,  and 
happiness  of  mankind.  Every  one  of  His 
teachings  seems  to  touch  the  true  philoso- 
phy of  living.  I  accept  them  whole- 
heartedly. I  like  to  study  them.  I  like 
to  teach  them.  It  is  a  joy  to  try  to  live 
them. 

So  it  is  with  the  Church  which  Christ 
has  established.  Every  phase  of  it  is 
applicable  to  the  welfare  of  the  human 
family.  In  the  quorums  of  priesthood, 
for  example,  there  is  opportunity  for  de- 
veloping that  fraternity  and  brotherly 
love  which  is  essential  to  the  happiness 
of  mankind.  In  these  quorums  and  in 
the  auxiliaries  I  see  opportunities  for  in- 
tellectual development,  for  social  effi- 
ciency. 

In   the   judicial    phase   of   the   Church 
there  is  ample  means  of  settling  difficul- 
ties, of  establishing  harmony  in  society, 
of  administering  justice  and  of  perpetua- 
ting peace  among  individuals  and  groups. 
In  the  ecclesiastical  groupings  I  see 
an  opportunity  for  social  welfare  such 
as  cannot  be  found  in  any  other  organi- 
sation  in    the   world.      Thus   does   the 
Saviour  and  His  Church  become  my  in- 
spiration, my  ideal  in  life.     I  think  it 
is  the  one  great  thing  for  which  man 
should  strive. 

In  the  words  of  Thomas  Nixon  Carver  : 
"Our  people  are  efficient,  prosperous, 
and  happy  because  we  are  a  body  who 
aid  one  another  in  the  productive  life. 
We  waste  none  of  our  substance  in  vice, 
luxury,  or  ostentation.  We  do  not  dissi- 
pate our  energy  in  brawling,  gambling, 
or  unwholesome  habits.  We  conserve  our 
resources  of  body  and  mind  and  devote 
them  to  the  upbuilding  of  the  Kingdom 
of  God,  which  is  not  a  mystical  but  a  real 
Kingdom.  It  is  a  body  of  people  domin- 
ated by  ideals  of  productivity,  which  is 
mutual  service.  We  do  not  strive  for  the 
things  which  satisfy  but  for  the  moment

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SEARCH  THE  SCRIPTURES

THE  BIBLE  should  be  read.  It  con- 
tains most  precious  truths  which  are 
vital  to  man's  development.  Its  religious 
significance  is  recognized  in  all  Christian 
countries.  The  Holy  Bible  is  a  powerful 
testimony  of  the  existence  of  God  and  the 
divine  mission  of  Jesus  Christ.  It  has 
been  a  source  of  comfort  and  strength  to 
thousands  in  times  of  sorrow  and  dis- 
appointment. Its  pages  are  filled  with 
quotable  passages  concerning  the  conduct 
of  man  and  his  spiritual  and  moral  well- 
being.  It  sparkles  with  apt  and  striking 
comments  on  human  behaviour  and  on 
man's  relationships  with  man  in  his  daily 
life. 

The  influence  of  the  Bible  reaches  into 
the  laws  and  governments  of  nations  and 
into  the  art,  literature  and  folklore  of 
races  and  communities.  No  book  is  so 
widely  read.  There  is  a  peculiar  sanctity 
and  force  about  its  words.  In  it  are 
the  messages  of  mighty  prophets  who 
"spake  as  they  were  moved  by  the  Holy 
Ghost."  (II  Peter  i  :2i.)  There,  too,  are 
the  words  of  Jesus  spoken  as  He  walked 
and  talked  among  men.  His  masterful 
Sermon  on  the  Mount  and  His  admoni- 
tions   to    neighbours    and    friends. 

History  proves  that  the  Holy  Bible  has 
irrevocably  altered  the  lives  of  men  and 
nations.  It  has  touched  deeply  the  very 
heart  of  humanity.  Public  men  who  have 
attained  eminence  have  been  equipped 
with  a  knowledge  of  this  sacred  volume. 
It  is  a  converter  of  souls  to  a  better  life, 
to  a  belief  in  God  and  to  a  wholesome 
respect  for  His  laws  and  commandments. 

It  was  the  Bible  that  led  the  Prophet 

Joseph    Smith    into    the    presence    of    the 

.Father  and  the  Son  and  opened  the  door 

to  a  new  gospel  dispensation.  Thousands 


of  people  have  been  brought  into  the 
Church  because  of  their  familiarity  with 
Bible   teachings. 

Biblical  research  and  intensive  study  of 
the  sacred  writings  have  contributed  much 
to  the  intelligent  and  sane  use  of  the 
Bible.  Scholarship  and  honest  investiga- 
tion will  eventually  remove  all  doubt 
respecting  its  divine  authenticity  and  its 
trustworthiness  and  reliability  as  a  guide 
to  human   progress. 

It  is  natural  for  most  men  to  turn  to  the 
past  for  proved  wisdom.  The  Bible  con- 
tains the  wisdom  of  the  ages  and  the 
demonstrations  of  God's  power  to  uplift 
the  human  family.  From  its  pages  come 
a  transcendent  comfort  and  a  deeper  sense 
of    life's    purposes. 

Joseph  Smith,  the  Prophet,  excelled  as 
a  student  of  the  scriptures  and  sought  to 
eliminate  the  confusion  and  difficulty  aris- 
ing from  diverse  interpretations.

AS  we  look  around  us  to-day  we  can 
see  how  lax  people  have  become  to- 
wards marriage.

One  of  the  greatest  sorrows  in  a  broken 
home  isn't  the  fact  that  the  husband  and 
wife  are  ruining  their  lives  and  breaking 
the  commandments  of  God,  but  rather  the 
ill  effect  it  has  on  the  children  in  the 
home.  The  children  do  most  of  the 
suffering  through  no  fault  of  their  own. 
Can  you  imagine  trying  to  rear  a  family, 
instilling  peace  and  love  in  their  hearts, 
when  harmony  is  lacking  in  the  parents  ? 

The  reasons  for  the  broken  homes  and 
family  ties  are  numerous.  Sometimes 
they  are  unavoidable,  but  quite  often 
could  be  avoided  if  the  people  involved 
would  try  to  the  best  of  their  ability  to 
overcome  their  difficulties. 

•  One  of  the  prevalent  reasons  for  broken 
homes  is  brought  about  by  marrying  one 
of  a  different  faith.  Once  the  children 
arrive,  the  question — In  what  faith  will 
they  be  reared  ? — becames  an  important 
problem.  As  Latter-day  Saints  we  have 
been  advised  to  marry  within  our  own 
faith,  that  we,  as  parents,  will  have  the 
same  ideals  as  to  how  a  home  and  family 
should  be  conducted.  It  is  most  im- 
portant that  we  should  be  married  in 
the  temple  under  the  new  and  ever- 
lasting covenant  of  marriage,  which  is 
for  time  and  all  eternity.  Brigham 
Young  once  said  :  "There  is  not  a  young 
man  in  our  community  who  would  not  be 
willing  to  travel  from  here  to  England  to 
be  married  right,  if  he  understood  things 
as  they  are ;  there  is  not  a  young  woman 
in  our  community,  who  loves  the  Gospel 
and  wishes  its  blessings,  that  would  be 
married  in  any  other  way ;  they  would 
live  unmarried  until  they  could  be 
married  as  they  should  be,  if  they  lived 


until  they  were  as  old  as  Sarah  before  she 
had  Isaac  born  to  her." 

Think,  brothers  and  sisters,  in  the 
hereafter  you  and  your  companion  and 
children  will  be  united  in  a  family  group. 
Knowing  that  we  are  going  to  be  with 
our  loved  ones  who  have  gone  before  and 
those  who  are  to  follow  is  a  wonderful 
blessing. 

As  we  read  from  the  D.  &  C,  Sec. 
131  :  1-4:  "In  the  Celestial  glory  there  are 
three  degrees  and  in  order  to  obtain  the 
highest  a  man  must  enter  into  this  order 
of  the  Priesthood  (meaning  the  new  and 
everlasting  covenant  of  marriage)  and  if 
he  does  not,  he  cannot  obtain  it.  He  may 
enter  into  the  other,  but  that  is  the  end 
of  his  Kingdom;  he  can  have  no  increase. 
..."  As  President  Lorenzo  Snow  said 
at  one  time :  "As  man  is  God  once  was, 
as  God  is  man  may  become."  But  this 
would  only  be  possible  through  the  fact 
that  in  the  hereafter  we  can  have  eternal 
increase.  This  is  only  made  possible  by 
marriage  in  the  temples  by  one  holding 
the  authority. 

As  the  ultimate  aim,  every  Latter-day 
Saint  should  obtain  the  highest  glory  of 
the  Celestial  Kingdom.  Let  us  not  take 
unnecessary  chances  of  losing  this  exalta- 
tion by  other  forms  of  marriage. 

I  hope  to  live  worthily  enough  to  be 
married  in  the  temple.  To  me  that  is  one 
of  the  sweetest  blessings  Latter-day 
Saints  are  able  to  enjoy. 

I  would  like  to  bear  testimony  to  the 
truthfulness  of  the  Gospel.  Any  person 
who  will  study  it  with  a  sincere  heart  will 
gain  a  testimony  to  the  truthfulness  of  it. 
You  have  to  gain  your  own,  someone  else 
cannot  gain  a  testimony  for  you.

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TO  be  suddenly  taken  from  all  of  your 
friends,  your  interests,  your  school, 
your  joys  and  happinesses,  everything 
that  you  hold  near  and  dear  to  you,  to 
go  to  a  strange  land  thousands  of  miles 
away,  to  live  among  a  strange  people — 
strange  because  you  don't  know  them  and 
understand  them— would  be  difficult  for 
anyone;  particularly,  though,  to  a  girl  in 
the  last  of  her  teens  whose  life  at  home 
was  just  beginning  to  blossom.  Dates, 
parties,  college  football  games,  all  the 
glamour  that  goes  along  with  being 
young,  healthy  and  attractive  comes  to  an 
abrupt  halt.  Thus  it  was  for  Sister  Helen 
Sharp  when  her  father  was  called  to  pre- 
side over  the  South  African  Mission. 

Under  such  circumstances  any  person 
would  withdraw  within  themselves  and 
take  time  out  to  ponder  the  situation ;  and 
with  no  immediate  answer  to  be  had,  and 
not  knowing  when  you  would  be  able  to 
return  to  your  now  favourite  dream,  the 
reaction  would  be  acute  homesickness. 
An  emptyness  in  your  heart  with  seem- 
ingly no  remedy.  To  make  matters 
worse  the  great  war  was  still  on  and  the 
Mission  Field  which  would  ordinarily  be 
teeming  with  missionaries  and  misson 
activity  was  instead  empty  and  quiet,  for 
the  missionaries  had  not  returned  from 
war  duties  and  no  one  knew  when  they 
would  be  returning.  To  Helen  the 
future  looked  lonely  and  dismal,  as  it 
would  to  anyone  in  her  predicament. 

Before  she  left  home  however,  she  and 
her  family  had  been  given  blessings  by 
men  of  God  who  promised  them  that  they 
would  enjoy  their  mission  and  that  the 
Spirit  of  'God  would  be  with  them  to  aid 
them  through  the  trials  and  tribulations 
they  would  be  called  upon  to  go  through. 
Herein  lies  the  great  blessing  to  all  of 
those  who  are  willing  to  obey  the  com- 
mandments of  God. 

In  spite  of  her  loneliness,  Helen  began 
to  adjust  herself  to  her  new  conditions. 


and  after  two  trips  around  the  mission 
with  her  father  and  mother,  she  made  a 
host  of  friends  among  the  Saints  and 
friends  throughout  the  entire  mission  who 
loved  her  for  her  smile  and  willingness 
to  help  whenever  called  upon. 

As  Helen  was  set  apart  as  a  missionary 
before  she  left  home,  she  was  the  first 
"Lady  Missionary"  from  Zion  to  grace 
the  shores  of  South  Africa.  Without  a 
companion  to  work  with  however,  it  was 
difficult  to  go  out  and  actively  engage  in 
the  regular  missionary  contact  work,  but 
in  spite  of  this  handicap  it  wasn't  long 
before  she  greatly  assisted  in  organizing 
a  group  of  girls,  members  and  non-mem- 
bers, together  and  formed  a  girls  chorus, 
a  club,  and  did  much  to  strengthen  the 
Gleaner  Girls  in  the  M.I. A.  work. 
Because  of  her  efforts  and  industry  she 
was  soon  called  upon  to  be  2nd  Councillor 
in  the  Y.W.M.I.A.  and  after  a  very 
successful  term  was  called  to  be  the  rst 
Councillor  the  following  year.  Along 
with  this  work  she  assisted  her  father 
tremendously  by  dexterously  handling 
much  of  the  paper  and  office  work  that 
had  to  be  done  and  thus  at  the  end  of  two 
years  had  completed  a  very  successful 
mission.  During  this  time  she  became 
very  well  known  for  her  dramatic  read- 
ings which  proved  very  inspirational  to 
all  who  heard  them. 

She  attended  school  at  the  Cape  Town 
University  for  a  time  and  also  worked  in 
some  of  the  downtown  offices  in  Cape 
Town  where  she  again  won  many  friends 
and  by  her  exemplary  living  was  a  fine 
influence  among  those  with  whom  she 
associated,  gaining  their  admiration  for 
her  way  of  life  and  her  religion. 

With  the  arrival  of  the  missionaries  in 
October  of  1946  her  activities  continued  to 
increase,  and  again  because  of  her  will- 
ingness to  help  she  became  beloved  by 
all  of  the  missionaries  who  would  come  to 
her  with  anything   from  problems  to  be 
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answered  to  clothes  to  be  mended.  They 
were  always  greeted  with  a  smile  and 
sometimes  a  quick  word  or  two  that  was 
always  good  for  a  laugh  or  a  challenge 
that  did  much  to  keep  up  the  spirit  of 
those  who  had  so  recently  left  home. 

Among  the  multitude  of  activities  that 
she  was  engaged  in  she  taught  the  primary 
class  in  Sunday  School,  and  to  watch  how 
her  young  admirers  always  ran  to  her  and 
fought  to  sit  beside  her,  showed  the  love 
they  had  for  her.  Helen  frequently 
accompanied  many  on  both  the  piano  and 
organ,  which  was  a  great  assistance  to  the 
performers.  One  of  her  most  outstanding 
achievements  was  to  organize  and  direct 
a  three  act  play.  Though  she  had  had 
no  previous  experience  and  most  of  the 
players  had  never  acted  before,  the  play 
was  an  outstanding  success  and  acclaimed 
by  all  who  saw  it. 

The  greatest  thing  of  all  however,  was 
the  change  that  took  place  within  Helen 


herself,  as  she  humbly  bore  testimony 
before  she  bid  us  farewell.  Though  she 
had  felt  she  had  been  called  upon  to  give 
up  so  much  when  she  left  home,  because 
she  had  been  faithful  and  willing,  the 
promise  of  the  Lord  unto  all  who  obey 
came  to  her.  She  gained  a  testimony  of 
the  truthfulness  of  this  Gospel  that  can 
never  be  destroyed,  which  is  one  of  the 
greatest  treasures  we  can  obtain  on  this 
earth,  she  grew  in  achievement  and  ability 
far  more  than  she  could  have  done  in  any 
other  way,  and  today  has  the  love  and 
respect  of  hundreds  of  very  close  friends, 
blessings  that  will  be  hers  throughout  the 
eternities. 

We,  here  in  South  Africa,  again  wish  to 
thank  her  for  all  that  she  has  done  for  us, 
to  remind  her  that  she  will  never  be  for- 
gotten in  our  hearts,  and  with  the  thought 
and  tune  in  mind  of  "Sweet  is  the  Work" 
wish  her  God's  most  choice  blessings 
throughout  her  life. 


TITHING 


By  Brother  T 

PAYMENT  of  tithes  was  required 
under  the  Law  of  Moses,  but  tithing 
is  older  than  Israel.  Abraham  paid  a 
tenth  of- his  gams  to  Melchizedek  who  was 
King  of  Salem  and  priest  of  the  most  high 
God;  and  Jacob  made  a  covenant  to 
devote  to  the  Lord's  service  a  tenth  of  all 
that  would  come  into  his  hands. 

The  practice  of  paying  tithes  became 
one  of  the  features  in  which  Israel,  the 
worshippers  of  Jehovah,  were  distin- 
guished from  all  other  peoples.  As  long 
as  the  people  faithfully  complied  with  the 
law  of  the  tithe  they  prospered,  and  when 
they  failed,  the  land  was  no  longer 
sanctified  to  their  good.  Malachi  voiced 
the  word  of  Jehovah  in  stern  rebuke, 
forceful  admonition,  and  encouraging 
promise  relative  to  the  payment  of  the 
Lord's  tenth. 

"Will  a  man  rob  God  ?  Yet  ye  have 
robbed  me.  But  ye  say,  Wherein  have  we 
robbed  thee  ?  In  tithes  and  offerings. 
Ye  are  cursed  with  a  curse ;  for  ye  have 
robb«?d  me,  even  this  whole  nation.   Bring

me  all  the  tithes  into  the  storehouse,  that 
there  may  be  meat  in  mine  house,  and 
prove  me  now  herewith,  saith  the  Lord 
of  hosts,  if  I  will  not  open  you  the 
windows  of  heaven,  and  pour  you  out  a 
blessing,  that  there  shall  not  be  room 
enough  to  receive  it."     Malachi  3:8-10. 

..  Christ  approved  of  the  tithe,  but  made 
plain  the  fact  that  other  duties  were  none 
the  less  imperative. 

During  recent  years  great  interest  has 
been  manifest  in  the  matter  of  the  tithe 
among  theologians,  ministers,  and  intelli- 
gent laymen ;  and  the  re-establishment  of 
tithe-paying  as  a  religious  duty  has  been 
strongly  advocated.  (The  query  is  why 
don't  they  introduce  it  into  their 
churches  ?) 

The  Church  of  Jesus  Christ  of  Latter- 
day  Saints  has  observed  this  requirement 
from  the  early  days  of  its  history,  and  in 
1838  the  Lord  systematised  the  practice 
upon  which  the  people  had  voluntarily 
entered  and  defined  the  tithe  as  a  tenth 
of  one's  individual  possessions. 
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"And  this  shall  be  the  beginning  of  the 
tithing  of  my  people.  And  after  that, 
those  who  have  thus  been  tithed  shall  pay 
one-tenth  of  all  their  interest  annually ; 
and  this  shall  be  a  standing  law  unto 
them  forever,  for  my  holy  priesthood 
saith  the  Lord."  Doctrine  and  Cove- 
nants  119:3,  4. 

When  a  man  places  one-tenth  of  his 
income  in  the  treasury  of  the  Lord,  he 
acknowledges  by  that  act  that  all  his 
earthly  income  is  a  gift  from  the  Lord, 
the  real  owner  and  master  of  the  earth. 
The  giving  of  tithing  becomes  then  an 
evidence  of  the  man's  faith  in  'God,  and 
of  the  man's  conquest  of  his  selfish  self. 
The  law  of  tithing  is  on  par  in  every  re- 
spect with  other  commandments  of  the 
Lord  and  should  be  obeyed. 

This  system  has  been  divinely  ap- 
pointed for  our  observance,  and  we  esteem 
ourselves  blessed  in  thus  being  permitted 
to  have  part  in  the  furtherance  of  God's 
work.      It  is  a   free-will  offering  and  no 

one  is  compelled  to  pay.  But  can  you 
afford  to  lose  the  blessing  by  non-pay- 
ment ? 

I  look  upon  tithing  as  a  means  of  get- 
ting nearer  to  the  Lord,  and  the  blessings 
I  have  had  through  its  observance  has 
given  me  great  joy  and  prosperity  and 
a  greater  desire  to  carry  on  in  the  service 
of  the  Lord.

I  assure  every  n^an  and  woman  of  the 
Church  that  you  have  a  great  obligation 
to  spread  the  word  of  the  Lord  abroad 
and  to  carry  the  truth  to  every  land  and 
clime  so  that  the  power  of  the  Priesthood 
will  be  made  manifest  among  our  Father's 
children  in  many  places  where  it  has  never 
yet  even  been  heard  of. 

You  men  of  the  Church  have  this  re- 
sponsibility and  as  one  of  your  number, 
I  would  like  to  say  that  we  cannot  let 
our  own  personal  affairs  stand  in  the  way. 
When  the  call  comes  for  us  to  share  the 
Gospel  of  Jesus  Christ  with  our  Father's 
other  children,  it  will  be  our  privilege  as 
well  as  our  duty  to  put  our  own  affairs  in 
order,  and  like  Joseph  Smith  and  the  men 
who  were  in  the  beginning  with  the 
Church  in  the  early  days,  go  where  we 
are  called  to  go. 

That  is  the  spirit  of  the  Gospel  of 
Jesus  Christ.  Great  is  the  joy  that  comes 
into  the  hearts  of  the  men  and  women  who 
devote  themselves  to  doing  what  our 
Heavenly  Father  desires  of  them,  and 
great  will  be  their  happiness  as  they  par- 
ticipate in  the  new  era  of  growth  and 
development  that  lies  ahead  for  the 
Church  as  we  look  forward  into  a  new 
century  of  progress.

Wc  strive 
for  the  things  which  build  us  up,  and 
enable  us  and  our  children  to  be  strong, 
to  flourish,  and  to  conquer.  We  strive  to 
make  ourselves  worthy  to  receive  the  world 
by  fitting  ourselves  to  use  the  world  more 
productively  than  others.  We  believe 
that  obedience  to  God  means  obedience 
to  the  laws  of  nature,  which  are  but  the 
manifestations  of  His  will ;  and  we  try 
by  painstaking  study  to  acquire  the  most 
complete  and  exact  knowledge  of  that 
will,  in  order  that  we  may  conform  our- 
selves to  it.

We  offer 
you  hard  work,  frugal  fare,  severe  disci- 
pline, but  a  share  in  the  conquest  of  the 
world  for  the  religion  of  the  productive 
life." 
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TAKING    A   CHANCE 


MEN  of  learning  do  not  believe  in 
chance.  There  was  a  time  when 
many  did,  but  they  are  changing  their 
minds. 

One  of  them,  taking  a  little  problem 
in  mathematics  showed  how  foolish  it 
was  to  depend  on  chance.  He  numbered 
ten  coins  from  one  to  ten.  They  were  put 
into  a  pocket  and  the  problem  was  to 
draw  them  out  of  the  pocket  in  correct 
sequence,   from  one  to  ten. 

By  plain  mathematics  he  showed  that  a 
person's  chance  of  drawing  out  number 
one  first  was  one  in  ten.  Of  drawing  one 
and  two  in  succession  it  was  one  chance 
in  a  hundred.  The  chance  of  drawing 
one,  two  and  three  in  succession  would  be 
one  in  a  thousand ;  of  drawing  one,  two, 
three  and  four  in  succession  was  one  in 
10,000,  and  so  on  until  the  chance  of 
drawing  all  the  coins  in  correct  succes- 
sion, one  to  ten,  was  one  chance  in  ten 
billion. 

In  spite  of  the  great  odds  against  them 
many  people  leave  much  of  their  lives  t"^ 
chance.  As  parents  may  take  a  chance 
on  letting  their  children  grow  up  without 
much  parental  training  and  hope  they 
will  turn  out  all  right.  Their  selection 
of  friends  is  left  to  chance,  yet  the  friends 
one  has  largely  determine  the  kind  of  life 
one  will  live.  Their  selection  of  educa- 
tion and  training  for  their  life's  occupa- 
tion is  often  left  to  chance,  with  little,  if 
any,  effort  made  to  determine  likes  and 
aptitudes. 

Habits  of  health  as  well  as  habits  of 
conduct  are  frequently  left  to  chance, 
and  leisure  time  activities,  which  so  often 
lead  old  and  young  into  serious  difficulty, 
are  left  without  direction.  In  many 
homes  parents  pretty  much  leave  to 
chance  the  conversion  of  their  children  to 
the  principles  of  the  gospel.  Probably 
the  vast  majority  of  young  people  leave 
to  chance  the  conditions  which  lead  up  to 
marriage,  and  in  doing  this  the  ultimate 
success  or  failure  of  those  marriages  is 
likewise  left  to  chance. 


Since  chance  is  so  uncertain,  why  do 
we  leave  such  important  things  to  it  ? 
Careful  planning  would  bring  much 
better  results  and  infinitely  more  happi- 
ness in  life. 

Planning  our  lives  is  vital  to  happiness. 
If  parents  would  plan  for  the  character 
building  of  their  children,  fewer  tears 
would  fall.  If  we  planned  a  consistent 
course  by  which  to  give  religious  instruc- 
tion in  the  home,  our  young  people  would 
know  far  more  about  the  gospel  and 
would  thereby  be  better  able  to  resist 
temptation  which  so  often  feeds  upon 
ignorance. 

If  health  habits  were  studied  and 
directed,  we  would  have  less  illness;  if 
m.oral  habits  were  developed  on  a  whole- 
some plan  there  would  be  less  sin. 

The  glory  of  God  is  intelligence.  The 
Lord  has  blessed  each  of  us  with  some  of 
that  intelligence.  He  expects  us  to  use 
it.  No  intelligence  is  required  to  take  a 
chance,  but  to  plan  our  work  and  then 
work  our  plans  requires  thoughtful  atten- 
tion. 

"Study  it  out  in  your  mind,"  was  the 
advice  of  the  Lord  in  the  opening  days 
of  this  last  dispensation.  It  is  good  ad- 
vice to-day.  As  intelligence  is  the  glory 
of  God,  it  may  also  be  the  glory  of  man — 
if  we  use  it.
